All members of Sierra Madre 
Unit No. 1 of the Forest Fire 
Fighters’ Service will leave city 
hall at 9:45 o'clock Saturday 
morning to go to Arcaia to witnes.? 
a demonstration set-up of a fire 
camp. There are only three Fire 
Fighters supply stations in Cali¬ 
fornia, the one at Arcadia serving 
the Angelas, San Bernardino. 
Cleveland and Los Padres Na¬ 
tional Forests and those at Stock- 
ton and Redding serving the 
northern part of the State. The 
Forest Service maintains a staff 
of trained men at Arcadia depot, 
including conscientious objectors. 
Tom Henderson has trained both 
the latter and the Forest Service 
men who direct them so that in 
case of a forest fire they will be 
able to staff and man key posi¬ 
tions and set up a camp capable 
of serving 1,800 men in an in¬ 
credibly short time. 

It is hoped to get at least 100 
men and boys enrolled in the Si¬ 
erra Madre Unit, to be prepared 
for any emergency. Not only the 
younger men who are enrolled as 
active fire fighters but those in 
the service of supply and fire 
prevention groups are asked to 
join the crowd going to the dem¬ 
onstration on Saturday, as it will 
give all at them a clear Idea 
I of how to set up a fire camp.

It is a common seed, for all 
its djadliness. It is toe seed of 
selfishness, intolerance and mis¬ 
understanding. 

There is no sense in trying to 
complicate it further, but some¬ 
how it has come to be considered 
a problem of greatest complexity, 
each man bracketing it in econo¬ 
mic, political, religious, social 
or financial pigeon-holes accord¬ 
ing to his own lights. The ex¬ 
temporaneous forum handled by 
Art Linkletter recently on toe 
subject of “war causes” ama;aed 
that maestro as thoroughly, no 
I doubt, as it did the air audience, 
with some bewildering solutions. 
They include “birth control in 
enemy nations”, "readjustment of 
our medium of exchange”, and 
' wage increases for labor to a 
point where labor can buy all toe 
surpluses it produces, so wars 
won’t have to be declared by em¬ 
ployers, as this one was, simply 
to dispose of those surpluses”! 

One of two general solutions 
commonly considered sound as 
war deterrents (though not by 


j the same groups!) is a system of 
international cooperation arrived 
at over toe conference tables— 
certain essentials of which would 
be militarily enforced if neces¬ 
sary. 

The other, the only real and 
honest solution, is the application 
of the Golden Rule. Beseiged by 
practicalities in a practical world 
and beset by human frailties, it 
will not come soon. 

Not until most of the world at 
least has learned that selfishness 
at home means wars of agggres- 
sicn abroad, that total intolerance 
on Hastings street means minor¬ 
ity-baiting by the world’s "su¬ 
permen”, that inability or disin¬ 
clination to understand a neigh¬ 
bor’s problems means misunder¬ 
standings and duplicity in diplo¬ 
matic affairs. And that all three 
—selfishness, intorelance and mis¬ 
understanding lead to war. 

What Is Inflation? 

Bo you have excess cash? 

You will answer, “.No.” But 
the fact remains that you do. 

For almost every wage earner I 
these days has an income, in 
checkbook or pocketbook, well 
above the cost of his living, 
taxes, insurance and debt re¬ 
payments. 

You never actually ''bid” 
against anybody for a porter¬ 
house steak, but when you take 
the spending of all average 
Americans as a group. It’s a 
different story. So it is Im¬ 
portant that excess money be 
saved rather than used collec¬ 
tively to bid up prices. If R is 
spent, instead of saved, prices 
soar. . . That’s inflation. 

Ideally, it should be invested 
in Government securities dur¬ 
ing the Second War Loan.
